-TAm far from being fatisfied, that 
any Water diftil’d with a cold 
Still, affords any Stypticity; and 
therefore all that can be faid of this. 
Oak-Bud-Water is, that, having paf- 
fed the Still,it is more free from fome 
fort of Particles than Pump Water 
is; for that the Collegio del Cimento 
gives us tounderftand, that diftill’d 
Waters do not precipitate Sale of 
Tartar, as common Water does; 
and in this Cafe fo much the worfe.. 
The other Waters are fomewhat a- 
cid, and therefore gently coagulate, 
and contribute towards ftopping any 
Flux of Blood in a fmall Degree.

In Ticklings in the Larynx, it will 
allay °em, and fheath the acrimonious 
Humours giving Rife to’em. 

Perfons, who drink fpirituous Li- 
quors, muft expect the difimal Con- 
fequences they produce in Bodies, to 
fucceed the Ufe of ’em: Hence the 
Fibres, as Liffer obferves, of the 
Stomach, and. elfewhere, will be in- 
flam’d, the Humours become very 
_ fharp and corrofive, and the Circula-

| fcab, and are in Danger of

red under, nor are the Scars fo 
much dimpled ; for, if my Conje- 
cture is good, when the Scab ftays

as above: Now this Hatdnefs is ge- 
nerally as deep into the Cutis; as it 
is high above it; fo that the Skin, 
under, heals, as in ordinary Vleers, 
at the Place the Cicatrix is made, 
which may be higher or lower, as 
the Surgeon pleafes: And as in com- 
mon Ulcers, the Surgeon never heals, 
Or cicatrizes, till it be level with the

Matter to manage well, to preferve 
fome fmall and comfortlefs Remains 
of Beauty.
